The  French 
are  traditionally  liberal  in  religions 
matters,  and.  although  the  antl- 
rellglous  campaign  In  Russia  Is  de- 
plored, no  action  has  been  taken 
In  Parts  officially  or  otherwise  The 
last  cabinet  left  religious  matters 
severely  alone,  especially  religious 
matters  In  other  countries,  and  the 
new  Chautemps  Obinet  Is  more 
anticlerical  than  the  last. 

CRISIS   MIGHT  ARISE 

A  crisis  with  Ru&sia  might  easily 
occur  if  tt  was  really  proved  that 
the  Oay-Pay-Oo  did  away  with 
Oeneral  Koutepov,  or  if  Incon- 
trovertible evidence  Is  uncovered 
Indicating  Communist  complicity  In 
the  recent  mutiny  in  the  French 
colony  of  Tongklng.

Tiere  Is  one  aspect  of  naval  aimanvnts. 
among  the  most  Impoitant  of  all.  which  has  not 
yet  engaged  the  attention  of  the  London  Naval 
Conf?rencc.  What  are  the  restrictions,  If  any. 
to  be  Imposed  on  the  air  arm  of  the  service?  Is 
then-  to  be  parity  between  Oreat  Britain  and 
the  United  8tates  in  this  respect?  If  there  is 
then  there  must  be  either  extensive  reductions  in 
the  equipment  now  possessed  by  the  United 
States,  or  else  corresponding  increase.,  in  the 
strength  of  the  air  arm  of  the  British  Navy.  At 
prestnt  the  United  8tates  has  seven  naval  air- 
craft for  eveiy  one  possessed  by  Great  Britain, 
and  within  twelve  months  she  acquired  three 
times  as  many  craft  as  the  total  number  pos- 
sessed by  the  British  Nrvy.  Her  warships 
equipped  for  carrying  aircraft  outnumber  the 
British  warships  similarly  equipped  by  three  to 
one,  and  American  battleships  and  cruisers 
mount  between  them  clxty  powerful  catapults 
fur  impelling  seaplanes  and  flying  boats  rnto 
free  flight,  whereas  the  corresponding  equipment 
of  the  British  Navy  at  present  amounts  to  three 
catapults.  In  the  battleship  Resolution  and  the 
cruisers  Froblsher  and  Vindictive.  Is  there  to 
roe  parity  in  this  factor  of  naval  strength? 

Mr,  Ramsay  MacDonald  will  be  false  to  any 
logical  conception  of  parity  in  naval  strength, 
aa  between  Oreat  Britain  and  the  United  States, 
unless  and  until  all  aspects  and  angles  of  the 
naval  question  are  aired  and  a  definition  given 
of  what  parity  means  It  evidently  does  not 
mean  equal  strength  In  destroyers,  because  the 
United  States  now  has  twice  as  many  as  Oreat 
Britain.  It  does  not  appear  to  mean  equal 
strength  in  submarines  because  the  United 
States  Fleet  is  far  better  equipped  in  this  respect 
than  the  Royal  Navy.  Seemingly,  It  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  strength  of  personnel,  because  the 
United  States  has  some  15.0C0  more  officers  and 
men  m  her  navy  than  Oreat  Britain  has  in  hers.

In  aerial  defences 
as  a  whole  the  United  States  is  a  long  way  ahead 
In  aircraft  for  war  purposes  she  has  a  superiority 
of  eight  to  one  over  Oreat  Britain,  and.  accord- 
ing to  her  programme  this  superiority  will  be 
Increased  to  ten  to  one  by  1934. 

The  foregoing  are  facts-  that  It  Is  well  the 
public  should  know  because,  through  propaganda, 
this  question  of  "parity"  in  naval  strength  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Oreat  Britain  has 
been  conceived  erroneously  from  the  beginning. 
So  long  as  this  matter  of  "parity"  is  confined 
V,  cruiser  strength,  battleship  tonnage  and  a  few 
smillar  considerations,  It  only  deals  partially  with 
naval  equality.   If  there  is   to  be   parity  then 
it  must  be  regulated  so  as  to  embrace  all  naval 
considerations.

grade  of  any  road  in  BritLsh  Co- 
lumbia, with  rich  valley  lands  from 
the  start  <on  the  Mainland). 

"Shipping  always  waits  for  slack 
water." 

This  only  applies  to  tu^s  and  low- 
powered  boats  and  Is  contradicted 
in  Mr.  Losee's  statement — the  boat 
he  was  on  "went  through." 

"Had  anything  happened  to  shut 
off  steering  gear;  well.  I  wouldn't 
be  writing  this." 

The  same  thing  would  happen  at 
Plumper  Pass  or  In  tide  tips  off 
Ten-Mile  Point,  or  In  the  Narrows 
at  Vancouver  — If  anything  hap- 
pened to  steering  gear. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  not  long 
since  an  automobile  and  two  men 
were  lost  from  deck,  due  to  tide 
rips,  while  approaching  Plumper 
Pass.  I  know  of  two  losses  In  Sey- 
mour Narrows,  not  due  to  Ripple 
Rock,  with  no  la-»i  of  life,  and  one 
steamer  landed  on  the  Vancouver 
Island  shore  after  going  with  the 
tide  for  miles,  after  being  disabled, 
and  passing  Ripple  Rock. 

"No  sane  railroad  management 
ever  hauls  one  mile  farther  than 
necessary  to  get  on  shipboard ." 

This  is  answered  by  several  ex- 
amples within  eighty  miles  of  here 
that  prove  the  very  opposite.  The 
P.O.E.  terminus  is  on  Howe  Sound, 
one  of  the  best  of  harbors,  thirty 
miles  or  more  from  Vancouver,  so 
from  Mr  Losee's  argument.  It  wlil 
remain  there.  It  Is  quite  evident. 
Mr  Losee,  that  you  have  not  given 
the  thought  to  this  important  dis- 
cussion that  you  should  have  given. 
This  remark  is  made  In  the  most 
kindly  spirit.  The  C.P.R.  terminus 
was  at  Port  Moody,  but  did  not 
remain  there.  I  could  point  out 
four  parallel  cases  in  the  State  of 
Washington,  etc..  contradicting  Mr 
Losee's  statement. 

Speaking  of  the  head  of  Bute 
Inlet— "Another  town  would  have 
birth."

Explosion    at    Colombia  Hospital. 
Vancouver.  Inflicts  Severe  Bums 
on  Two  Employees 


VANCOUVER,  Feb.  22.— As  the 
result  of  an  explosion  In  the 
alcohol  storeroom  of  the  Royal  Co- 
lumbian Hospital  here,  this  after- 
noon, 8holto  A.  Walmsley,  East  Co- 
lumbia Street,  aged  thirty,  received 
severe  bums  about  the  face,  neck, 
hands  and  arms,  while  his  rescuer, 
Robert.  McKean,  hospital  engineer, 
was  burned  about  the  hands. 

The  accident  occurre  while  Walm- 
sley, who  U  In  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital dispensary,  and  McKean  were 
In  the  storeroom  opening  a  drum  of 
alcohol.  In  some  manner,  yet  un- 
known, the  fumes  from  the  alcohol 
exploded,  scattering  the  blaxlng 
liquid  over  Walmsley. 

With  his  clothing  afire  he  escaped 
from  the  room  and  ran  down  the 
hallway  before  McKean  could  Inter- 
cept him.  Unable  to  find  anything 
to  extinguish  the  flames.  McKean 
tore  the  clothing  from  hla  com- 
panion with  his  hands.  It  was  In 
doing  this  that  he  received  his 
burns. 

Walmsley  i  condition  was  reported 
bv  hospital  authorities  to  be  slightly 
Improved.  He  was  at  first  removed 
to  his  own  home  near  the  hospital, 
but  shortly  afterwards  was  taken 
back  to  the  hospital  for  further 
treatment.  It  was  stated  that  his 
face  was  not  seriously  Injured,  but 
he  had  received  severe  bums  on  his 
neck   right,  hand  and  right  arm.

old  rifle  range  at  Clover  Point. 

There  will  be  a  general  meeting 
of  the  members  on  Friday  night  at 
8  o'clock,  when  there  will  be  a 
further  discussion  upon  the  Im- 
provement of  the  pension  laws.  The 
fact  that  the  chronic  diseases  of 
the  pensioner  have  multiplied  his 
disability  has  given  rise  to  consid- 
erable comment  lately  and  Is  the 
reason  for  the  request  for  a  con- 
valescent home  on  the  part  of  the 
Victoria  association.

Nearly  S350.00O.0O0  the  Wool  Cheque 
for  the  Season's  Crop— 
Trices  May  Drop 


(Canadian  PreaiO 
8YDNEY.  Australia,  Feb.  20.— 
Despite  a  depression  during  the  last 
few  months  of  the  year,  the  wool 
market  in  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land was  highly  satisfactory  in 
1929,  and  in  the  final  analysis  the 
wool  cheque  was  the  second  largest 
ever  received  for  the  golden  fleece 
in  the  two  Dominions.  The  total 
received  was  close  to  $350,000,000,  a 
decrease  of  approximately  $20,000,- 
000  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  when  a  record  was  estab- 
lished. 

According  to  the  latest  returns, 
there  are  now  105.747.418  head  of 
sheep  in  Australia,  and  29.011.447  in 
New  Zealand,  a  substantial  increase 
over  1928. 

Leaders  in  the  wool  industry  do 
not  anticipate  a  world  surplus,  but 
dealers  declare  that  growers  should 
reconcile  themselves  to  a  lower  level 
or  prices  than  has  been  ruling  for 
the  last  two  or  three  years 

"There  have  been  many  adverse 
factors  militating  against  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  high  prices  which 
were  ruling  for  wool  a  year  ago," 
said  one  of  the  biggest  men  in  the 
trade  recently.  "In  the  first  place, 
prices  had  been  forced  so  high  that 
business  became  restricted  due  to 
the  greater  use  of  cheaper  substi- 
tutes, such  as  artificial  silk.  Then 
came  the  general  depression,  and  as 
prices  began  to  fall  lower,  an  en- 
tire lack  of  confidence  was  felt.  It 
isn't  possible  to  say  yet  whether 
prices  have  reached  bottom,  but  an 
Improvement  is  already  apparent. 
Wool,  after  all.  Is  a  cheap  com- 
modity and.  all  things  being  equal, 
I  am  esure  that  most  people  would 
prefer  to  have  wool  in  their  clothing 
rather  than  any  of  the  artificial 
substitutes  which  from  time  to  time 
are  put  on  the

Nearly  half  a  century  ago  two  of  I 
the  most  famous  Iroquois  chiefs  met 
at  the  home  of  the  elder.  One  e*i 
John  Sakayanwaraton  Johnson,  his 
name  meaning  "Disappearing  of 
the  Indian  Summer  Mist."  The 
other  was  John  A.  Gibson. 

Johnson  was  a  Mohawk,  grand- 
father of  Pauline  Johnson  and  the 
greatest  of  all  the  Six  Nation  ora- 
tors. He  was  known  in  all  the 
council  chambers  as  the  "Mohawk 
Warbler."  and  Indians  came  from 
all  over  North  America  to  hear  him 
speak. 

Gibson  was  a  Seneca  and  the  most 
learned  In  Indian  legend  and  relig- 
ious, myth  of  all  the  Iroquois.  His 
knowledge  of  Iroquois  tradition  and 
mythology  made  him  the  greatest 
priest  of  all  the  81x  Nations.  8o 
great  was  his  wisdom  that  he,  a 
Seneca,  had  been  made  a  chief 
in  all  except  the  federal  right  of  the 
Onondaga,  the  chief  priest  at  all 
times. 

To  these  men,  In  the  log  cabin  on 
the  bank  of  the  Grand  River  hi  the 
Indian  reserve,  came  a  third,  a 
member  of  the  Tuscaroras.   He  was 

John  N.  B.  Hewitt,  ethnologist,  now 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institute.  Wash- 
ington. 

A  few  days  ago,  a  memorial  to 
that  meeting  was  received  by  Lt  - 
Col.  C.  E.  N.  Morgan.  Indian  super- 
intendent of  the  Obsweken  reserve. 
It  is  a  book,  thirty  years  in  the 
writing,  and  it  contains  the  Iroquois 
story  of  the  creation  of  the  earth 
and  man  and  the  growth  of  man 
since  the  creation. 
AUTHORITY   ON   INDIAN  LORE 

Mr.  Hewitt  is  said  to  poeieess  the 
srreatest  knowledge  of  Indian  folk 
lore  and  history  of  any  man  in  the 
world  today.  At  the  time  of  the 
meeUng  with  Chief  John  Gibson  he 
was  achieving  his  great  ambition: 
an  opportunity  to  meet  the  one  man 
of  all  Six  Nations  who  knew  the 
story  of  the  creation. 

Gibson  was  a  towering  man.  For 
twenty-six  years  he  had  been  stone 
blind  when  he  told  his  story  to 
to  Hewitt.  As  he  talked,  his  massive 
head  tilted  back  and  his  bronze 
hands  rested  on  his  knees,  his  I 
sightless  eyes  saw  the  lamplight  and 
the  pictures  his  words  drew. 

The  stary  was  long  In  the  telling 
Hewitt  copied  It  verbatim  in  the 
Onondaga  it  which  it  was  told.  He 
used  a  specially  made  typewriter, 
the  characters  of  which  had  been 
built  after  years  of  study.  Some- 
times he  found  it  necessary  to  resort 
to  longhand,  but  he  captured  the 
story  in  its  entirety. 

The  story  was  finished  on  a  Sum- 
mer evening  In  1899  Olbson  sat  in 
front  of  his  log  house  Just  above 
the  Grand  River,  and  as  he  said. 
"Thus  shall  It  continue  to  be  In  the 
future,  that  there  shall  always  con- 
tinue to  be  people  on  either  side 
of  the  river."  the  sunlight  glistened 
on  his  silver  hair. 

GIBSON  A  VIVID  FIGURE 

Thirty-one  years  later  Hewitt 
has  finished  the  compilation  of  the 
"Myth  t>f  the  Earth-Grasper."  A 
reading  of  the  book  creates  a  curious 
feeling  of  the  slmUarity  of  its  theme 
with  that  of  other  books  that  tell 
the  story  of  the  creation  and  ascent 
of  man.  Even  a  synopsis,  however, 
would  be  far  too  voluminous  to  at- 
tempt. But  the  story  of  John  Olb- 
son is  not.  It  Is  the  story  of  the 
life  of  a  man  who  had  lived  the  life 
he  believed  greatest.  He  is  a  great 
tradition  on  the  reserve,  and  the 
reserve  is  the  home  of  the  greatest 
traditions. 

As  a  boy  he  was  stalwart  and 
broad-shouldered,  with  a  massive 
head  and  silver  hair.  He  walked 
upright  despite  his  blindness,  said 
to  have  been  caused  when  he 
plucked  a  poisonous  plant.  He  was 
never  known  to  have  complained  of 
the  affliction,  showing  a  slow  smile 
instead.  He  was  known  as  a  "gen- 
tle" man  and  a  great  athlete.

OTTAWA.  Feb.  21— Always  a 
gorgeous  military  and  millinery 
pageant,  the  1930  drawing  room  of 
Their  Excellencies,  held  tonight  In 
the  far-famed  red  chamber  of  the 
Senate,  eclipsed  In  brilliancy  and 
colorfulness  similar  events  of  recent 
years.  Canadians  were  present

Social  Service  League.  It  was  an- 1 
nounced  that  special  committee  had  ' 
been  appointed  to  look  after  Social  | 
Service  family  work.   Anyone  pos- 
sessed of  knowledge   through  ex- 
perience based  upon  the  problems 
of  an  average  family— its  mainte- 
nance, the  health,  education  and 
proper  upbringing  of  the  children, 
be  they  many  or  few— will  realize 
and  commend  the  wisdom  of  such 
an  appointment. 

Sometimes  the  main  trouble  In  a 
family  may  be  due  to  the  curse  of 
enforced  Idleness  on  the  part  of  the 
bread  winner,  who,  through  unem- 
ployment or  illness,  becomes  dis- 
couraged with  the  utter  hopeless- 
ness of  having  many  dependent 
upon  him.  Quite  fs  frequently  the 
trouble  may  be  traced  to  the  ill 
health  of  the  mother,  who  weak- 
ened through  poverty,  anxiety,  or 
lack  of  timely  medical  "attention  or 
advice,  or  greatly  In  need  of  the 
respite  of  a  real  holiday,  has  be- 
come unequal  to  the  tasks  which 
fall  to  her  lot.  The  home  Is  dis- 
organized, and  the  children  suffer 
from  various  forms  of  neglect.  Or 
it  may  be  that  the  care  of  an  In- 
valid husband,  child  or  other  mem- 
ber of  the  family,  is  absorbing  the 
attention  and  energy  which  should 
be  divided  among  the  multitudi- 
nous duties  of  the  average  house- 
hold, and  without  which  the  com- 
fort of  the  family  Is  soon  dissipated 
Again  there  may  be  physical  de- 
fects which  hinder  the  children  of 
school  age  from  making  the  prog- 
ress they  should  make  In  their 
studies;  or  lack  of  proper  clothing 
may  cause  Irregularity  of  school  at- 
tendance. Any  or  all  of  these  causes 
and  others  In  varied  or  graver  form, 
may  constitute  a  load  of  care  be- 
neath which  the  toughest  heart 
might  falter,  and  with  the  allevia- 
tion of  which  no  one  human  being 
can  successfully  cope  alone.  The 
Social  Service  League  Is  In  touch 
with  various  organization*  through 
which  almost  every  known  diffi- 
culty can  be  handled.  Sympathy 
and  understanding  are  the  first 
requisites,  then  the  best  possible 
remedies  may  be  applied.  There  are 
few  sensible  beings  who  will  refuse 
assistance  and  advice  If  tactfully 
and  wholeheartedly  offered;  few 
who  will  resent  an  altruistic  Inter-

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If  they  are  to  do  us  sny  harm, 
tha  germs  of  disease  must  first  gsln 
entrance  Into  our  bodies.  In  tropical 
and     subtropical     countries.  the 
diseases  spread  by  the  bites  of  In- 
|  sects  are  the  great  problem.   In  our 
country   the  Insect-borne  diseases 
are   not   a   serious   consideration,  i 
Those  which  loom  large  In  numbers  ! 
and  grsvlty  are  those  communicable 
diseases  which  are  apread  by  the 
transfer  of  nose,  mouth  and  throat 
secretions.     Approximately  90  per 
cent  of  all  the  cases  of  communic- 
able diseases  In  this  country  belong 
to  the  group  of  those  that  are 
usually  spread  from  the  sick  to  the 
well   by   the  transference  of  Ihe 
secretions  of  the  nose,  mouth  and 
throat. 

Beyond  question,  the  best  way  to 
prevent  a  communicable  disease  la 
for  the  Individual  to  build  up  his 


r  or  reslatancs  to  the 
Fortunately  this  la  a  prar- 
for  such  diseases  as 
and  diphtheria  against 
which  an  immunity  may  be  aecured 
by  means  of  vaccination  and  Im- 
munisation. In  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  those  diseases  against 
which  protection  cannot  be  secured 
by  building  up  an  immunity.  It  la 
necessary  that  the  transference  of 
the  germ-laden  accretion 
nose  and  mouth  be  atopped 


The  law  which  requires  the  Isola- 
tion of  the  sick  and  the  quarantine 
of  the  horn*  la  not  enforced  simply 
to  the  Interests  of  the  sick  person 
It  is  a  law  which  represents  the 
public  opinion  which  Is  to  favor  of 
restricting  the  movement  of  those 
suffering  from,  or  exposed  to  a  com- 
municable disease,  to  order  to  sep- 
arate them  from  well  persons  and  so 
prevent  the  transfer  of  germ-lsden 
secretions.

"Owing  to  the  tfrrat  increase 
which  lias  taken  place  In  the  num- 
ber of  our  exhibitors  during  the  last 
lew  years  It  Is  absolutely  necessary 
that  some  change  should  be  made 
to  take  care  of  these."  said  Mr 
Mearns  In  explaining  the  proposed 
extensions  to  the  I M  .n.modatlon 
"If  the  local  interest  la  to  be  kept 
up  and  the  Fair  to  Increase  each 
year,  fresh  accommodation  must  be 
provided  And  It  la  equally  Import- 
ant that  the  grounds  should  be 
made  attractive  so  that  people  will 
enjoy  a  visit  to  the  place  quite 
of  the  Fair.  There  is  no 
why  the  Willows  should  not 
be  very  popular  the  year  round  for 
many  branches  of  sport.  We  think 
the  improvements  which  are  con- 
templated will  make  It  so." 

The  two  principal  new  buildings 
will  occupy  a  position  midway  be- 
tween the  main  gate  and  the  grand- 
stand. The  home  products  building, 
which  Is  to  be  designed  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  everything  In  the 
way  of  local  manufacturers'  exhibits, 
lumber,  beds,  mattresses,  loganberry 
wine,  processed  berries,  stoves,  Bap- 
co  paint,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
and  Messrs  David  8pencer's  ex- 
hibits, etc..  Is  the  westernmost  of 
the  two  proposed  buildings,  Its 
length  <200  feet*,  running  east  and 
west.  There  will  be  four  main 
entrances,  at  the  points  of  the  com- 
pass, and  although  it  will  be  but  a 
single  story  in  height  It  should  easily 
accommodate  local  manufacturers' 
displays  for  some  time  to  come 

The  building  at  the  left  of  the 
main  entrance,  which  for  many 
years  past  has  housed  all  these 
manufacturers'  displays.  Is  to  be 
given  up  to  exhibits  by  outside 
manufacturers  hereafter.  The  ac- 
commodation which  will  be  released 
by  the  removal  of  the  local  manu- 
facturers' exhibits  should  prove  a 
great  Incentive  to  outsiders  to  give 
more  attention  to  their  displays 
from  now  on. 

The  horse  show  building,  which 
will  have  three  times  the  area  of  the 
home  products  building,  will  stand 
directly  cast  of  the  latter  It  will  be 
a  vast  Improvement  on  the  existing 
building,  with  seating  accommoda- 
tion for  2.000  people  and  a  show 
ring  measuring  100  x  200  feet.  Cattle 
will  be  paraded  in  this  building  In- 
stead of  before  the  grandstand 
Oymkhana  events  and  displays  of 
draft  teams,  stud  ponies  and  other 
equine  features  will  be  held  here 
also.  A  special  feature  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  the  stalls,  which  will 
be  so  arranged  that  exhibitors  and 
visitors  can  easily  see  the  horse 
entries.  This  Is  practically  Impos- 
sible at  the  present  time  owing  to 
the  high  walls  of  the  loose  boxes. 
LAYOUT  CHANGED 
To  accommodate  these  two  big 
new  buildings  has  necessitated  quite 
a  change  In  the  layout  of  the 
grounds  As  already  Indicated  an 
extensive  grassing -down  scheme  Is 
contemplated.  But  it  also  means 
that  the  bleachers  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  race  track  must  be 
pushed  northward  some  distance. 

Other  existing  buildings  will  re- 
main where  they  are,  viz..  the  motor 
show  building,  the  Agricultural  As- 
sociation's offices,  the  cattle  barns, 
all  at  the  right  side  of  the  main 
gate.  and.  at  the  left,  the  manufac- 
turers' building  <to  be  used  for  out- 
side exhibitors  only*,  the  women's 
building  and  the  agricultural  build- 
ing 

Concessions  will  be  much  less 
obvious  than  heretofore,  their 
stamping  ground  henceforth  to  be 
up  In  the  northern  part  of  the 
■  grounds.

Coal   Production  Shows  Expansion 
on  Island  for  Month  of 


The  output  of  coal  for  the  prov- 
ince during  the  mqnth  of  January 
was  209.818  tons,  as  compared  with 
189.651  tons  In  the  preceding  month 
of  December.  The  increase  was 
largely  due  to  the  addition  made  in 
the  output  of  the  Vancouver  Island 
collieries  during  the  first  month  of 
the  year.  Vancouver  Island  pro- 
duced 111.932  tons  in  January,  as 
compared  with  95,195  tons  In  the 
preceding  month. 

Nicola  collieries  had  a  slight  In- 
crease also  in  January  over  Decem- 
ber, the  outputs  being  respectively. 
22,399  tons  and  20.436  tons.  Tha 
East  Kootenay  mines  produced 
slightly  more  also,  production  being 
74.782  tons  in  January,  and  73,753 
tons  in  December. 

In  the  Island  collieries  the  pro- 
duction of  the  Canadian  Collieries. 
Limited,  was  43.733  tons,  divided  as 
follows:  Comox,  23.532  tons;  Wel- 
lington. 14.431  tone,  and  South 
Wellington  Number  Five  Mine. 
5.770  tons.  The  Western  Fuel  Cor- 
I  poratlon  of  Canada.  Limited,  pro- 
duced 50.419  tons,  divided  among 
the  collieries  as  follows:  Number 
one.  33,111  tons,  reserve  mine.  16.227 
tons,  and  Wakeslnh  Mine.  1.081 
tons  The  other  collieries  produced 
as  follows:  Oranby.  18.193  tons; 
Flddlck  Mine,  75  tons;  Little  Ash 
Mine,  440  tons;  Lantzvllle.  900  tons, 
and  Richardson  Mine.  172  tons.

Prize  monies 
last  year  totaled  $19.293  07.  met  by 
general  revenue,  entrance  fees,  etc  . 
and  assisted  by  provincial  and 
municipal  government  grants,  the 
special  prizes  given  by  the  HoLsteln 
Cattle  Company,  etc.  Mr.  Mearns 
has  It  to  his  credit  that  never  once 
since  he  took  office  has  there  been 
a  deficit.

MAYOR'S  SUPPORT 

Mavor  Anscomb  supports  the 
Wtllow.s  extension  project  whole- 
heartedly, buti  with  a  reminder  that 
the  issue  rests  entirely  with  the 
citizens  and  their  support  of  the 
by-law  when  the  referendum  is 
taken. 

"It  is  important  that  the  citi- 
zens generally  should  understand 
that  this  suggested  development 
of  the  Willows  grounds  cannot 
take  place  unless  they  themselves 
endorse  the  money  by-law  to 
cover  the  necessary  requirements. 
The  Government  has  agreed  to 
give  about  one-half  the  required 
amount.  providing  the  city 
authorizes  a  like  amount.  So  it 
Is  up  to  the  voters."  he  said. 

"From  the  practical  viewpoint. 
I  highly  appreciate  the  Provincial 
Government's  act  in  working  in 
conjunction  with  the  city  and 
making  us  a  grant  for  the  de- 


velopment of  the  Willows 
grounds."  he  added.  Commenting 
on  the  contemplated  extensions 
and  additions  to  the  exhibition 
buildings.  It  was  an  excellent  Idea 
that  in  planning  the  horse  show 
building,  they  were  also  bearing  in 
mind  Its  suitability  as  a  place  for 
the  Judging  of  cattle.  Also,  there 
was  no  doubt  about  the  need  of  a 
manufacturers'  building  for  the 
housing  of  home  product  fairs  and 
other  shows  of  the  kind. 

"In  this  latter  connection.  I 
think  it  Ls  essential,  before  under- 
taking any  of  the  actual  construc- 
tion work,  that  the  directors 
should  come  to  some  agreement 
with  the  manufacturers  of  the 
city  and  district,  who  desire  to 
use  the  building,  whereby,  at  a 
reasonable  rental,  they  will  be 
enabled  to  lease  space  for  definite 
periods  of  years,  and  thereby 
show  tangible  and  concrete  evi- 
dence that  they  will  support  the 
undertaking  In  every  possible  way. 
Such  guarantee  would  help  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  building 

"It  should  be  recognized  that 
while  on  the  surface  the  city  of 
Victoria  may  not  call  Itself  an 
agricultural  centre.  It  ls.  never- 
theless, a  rallying  point  for  the 
whole  of  Vancouver  Island,  and 
attracts  agricultural  exhibitors 
also  from  all  over  the  Lower 
Mainland,  the  Prairies.  Eastern 
Canada  and  to  a  considerable 
distance  south  of  the  interna- 
tional boundary.  These  added 
facilities  will  add  to  the  city's 
prospects  of  bringing  in  far  more 
outside  people  to  compete  In  the 
many  events  which  are  annually 
offered  In  connection  with  our 
Fall  fair.  They  will  also  have  the 
effect  of  Instilling  into  our  own 

agriculturists    a    desire    to  im- 
prove their  stock,  when  they  know 
It  is  going  to  have  to  compete 
with  a  growing  representation  of 
outside  exhibitors. 

"While  the  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived may  not  be  so  obvious  as 
in  some  other  cases,  it  Is  very  ap- 
parent that  anything  that  can  be 
done  to  develop  the  agricultural 
and  Wve  stock  industry  of  a  prov- 
ince like  British   Columbia  will 

redound  to  the  credit  of  every- 
one, whether  In  the  city  or  out- 
side districts."

Musical  History 

No.  l 

By  O.  JENNTNQS  BURNETT 


Every  nation  from  time  im- 
memorial, and  to  some  extent  to 
the  present  time,  has  its  own  dis- 
tinctive style  of  expressing  its  musi- 
cal emotions,  through  the  agency 
of  its  primitive  Instruments,  and 
vocally  through  Its  folk  songs  and 
those  of  a  national  character.  The 
first  Instruments  of  music  undoubt- 
edly were  of  the  string  class.  The 
first  traces  of  music  In  the  early 
history  of  the  world  are  to  be  found 
In  Egypt,  where  musical  Instruments 
capable  of  much  variety  and  ex- 
pression existed  at  a  time  when 
other  nations  were  in  an  uncivilized 
state. 

A  positive  proof  of  this  Ls  drawn 
from  the  figure  of  an  instrument 
represented  on  an  obelisk  erected  by 
Sesortrls  at  Hellopolls.  This  Instru- 
ment, by  means  of  Its  neck,  was 
capable  with  only  two  strings.  If 
tuned  In  fourths,  of  furnishing  that 
series  of  sounds  called  by  the  an- 
cients a  heptachord,  and.  If  tuned 
In  fifths,  of  producing  an  octave. 
The  word  heptachord  Implied  two 
conjunct  tetrachords,  or  a  system  of 
seven  sounds.  It  was  also  the  name 
given  to  a  lyre,  or  clthara.  with 
•even  chords,  and  comprised  an  In- 
terval equivalent  to  our  seventh.  In 
Investigating  the  history  of  music 
from  the  early  ages  to  the  present 
time  we  cannot  fall  to  be  struck 
with  the  fact  that  Its  greatest  de- 
velopment has  been  comparatively 


marked  feeling  for  rhythm,  which 
subsequently  declined  under  the 
rigorous  study  of  counterpoint,  with 
anto  fermo  of  long  valued  notes, 
which  Incidentally  lost  the  influence  | 
of  dancing  and  poetry,  and  became 
less  spontaneous  as  It  became  more 
artificial  Composers  of  this  period 
had  little  or  no  conception  of  the 
modern  Use.  and  the  relationship  of 
the  tonic,  dominant  and  sub-domi- 
nant chords,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
so  much  music  was  conceived  under 
the  limitations  of  a  series  of  cir- 
cumscribed notes  called  a  mode. 
Some  of  these  modal  compositions 
possess  a  unique  charm  of  their  own, 
and  are  permeated  with,  the  glamor 
of  antiquity,  and  are  most  accept- 
able for  certain  forms  of  church 
music,  hi  the  course  of  time  a  pro- 
cess Of  reducing  their  musical  ideas 
to  orderliness  in  the  recurrence  of 
accent.  and  controlling  their, 
rhythm  by  cadentlal  points  took 1  ' 
place  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth 
centuries. 

Orlando  di  Lasso  (Roland  De- 
lattre).  who  was  the  great  light  of 
the  Netherland  masters,  was  a  pro- 
lific writer  of  two  thousand  Ave 
hundred  original  works.  All  the 
beauty,  expression,  and  simplicity  of 
form  of  the  Netherland  School  met 
their  fruition  in  Lasso.  In  his  peni- 
tential psalms  he  clearly  demon- 
strated that  a  mass  of  voices  and 
parts  was  not  necessary  to  an  at- 
tainment of  impressive  effect  but 
waa  equally  effective  while  employ- 
ing the  simplest  of  means. 

But  greater  than  Lasso  was  Pales- 
trlna.  born  about  1524,  whose  music, 
for  pure  serenity,  beauty,  and  style 
In  "alia  capella"  music  is  unsur- 
passed. Palestrina  lived  when  music 
was  more  a  mathematical  science, 
and  less  emotional  than  in  our  day 
He  discards  the  prevalent  chromati- 
cism of  his  day  from  a  devout  de- 
sire to  keep  the  church  music  Intact

INTERESTING  GIFTS 

The  London  Museum,  where  the 
reception-  to  the  Naval  delegates 
took  place  last  week,  has  Just  re- 
ceived some  interesting  girts.  The 
collection  or  dresses  which  the  cura- 
tor Is  trying  to  complete  as  a  record 
of  feminine  attire  through  the  ages 
Is  enhanced  by  a  flowered  dress 
worn  at  Queen  Victoria's  coronation 
by  the  wile  of  Tom  Belcher,  the  fa- 
mous pugilist.  The  Queen  has  pre- 
sented a  book  of  theatre  passes  for 
the  Royal  Box  at  Her  Majesty's 
Theatre  used  by  the  late  Queen  Vic- 
toria between  1840  and  1850.  It  is 
a  charming  book,  bound  In  tooled 
vellum,  with  some  unused  passes  and 
dated  counterfoils  with  the  names 
of  the  friends  to  whom  Queen  Vic- 
toria lent  the  box. 


ON  January  30.  1931.  the  little 
planet  Eros,  Vllscovered  only  In 
1898,  conies  closer  to  the  earth  than 
It  has  done  for  years.  At  that  tune 
it  will  be  a  trifle  over  sixteen  million 
miles  away  Prof.  C.  A.  Chant, 
No  2,  an  expert  astronomer  at  To- 
ronto. esMmates  that  Eros  is  only 
firteen  miles  in  diameter  and  Is  an 
uninhabited  ball  or  rock.  The  photo- 
graph or  the  starry  sky  shows.  No.  1, 
how  Oustave  Witt.  Berlin,  discovered 
the  new  planet  by  taking  a  long  ex- 
posure, which  showed  the  little  line 
of  light  which  Is  Eros,  in  contrast 
to  the  points  which  are  the  fixed 
stars.  Thus  It  was  proven  that  Eros 
Is  a  planet  with  its  own  orbit.  No.  3 
shows  the  orbit  of  Eros  contrasted 
to  the  orbit  of  the  earth  and  Mars 
and  Jupiter.  By  its  curious  orbit 
Eros  has  aided  the  astronomers  in 
calculation  of  the  sun's  distance. 


A  large  number  of  silver  toys  that 
belonged  to  her  mother,  the 
Duchcess  of  Kent,  has  been  lent  by 
their  present  owner,  Mrs.  Lambarde.

THE   WHEAT  SITUATION 

Sir, — Much  has  been  written  in 
your  correspondence  columns  and 
editorials  for  and  against  the  world 
wheat  situation,  especially  in  rela- 


It  is  rather  surprising  a  larger  per 
centage  of  the  grain  was  not  -dis- 
posed of  at  the  higher  figure,  or 
during  the  months  of  November  and 
December,  1929,  when  prices  were 
then  being  quoted  at  $141  per 
bushel,  but  instead,  we  read  day 
after  day.  "little  or  no  export  bust* 
ness  being  done."  Why?  The  only 
reason  we  can  thing  of  Is  that  the 
price  was  not  suitable  to  those  want- 
ing to  buy  wheat. 

Possibly  before  the  end  of  the 
present  grain  year  there  may  yet 
be  a  big  export  business  done  at 
Increased  prices,  but  present  outlook 
Is  not  In  that  direction,  but  rather 
that  there  will  be  a  bigger  carryover 
than  there  was  at  the  end  of  last 
year,  and  who  knows  that  if  there 
is.  it  might  prove  a  blessing  in  dis- 
guise .should  there  happen  to  be  an- 
other small  crop? 

Another  phase  of  the  wheat  situa- 
tion discussed  in  your  columns  is: 
How  much  does  it  cost  to  grow  a 
bushel  of  wheat?  One  of  your  cor- 
respondents. In  The  Colonist  of  the 
16th  Instant,  says:  "According  to  a 
report  of  the  Dominion  Experi- 
mental Farm  at  Brandon  last  season 
il92S>.  wheat  on  ploughed  land 
yielded  12.9  bushels  per  scrs  and 
It  cost  $1  82  to  produce  a  bushel."

Details  of  Spring  Dress 


Satin  Is  Favored  for  Regal 


WITH  a  setting  of  the  slightly 
longer  skirt  as  it  now  is  inter- 
preted, the  natural  waistline  and 
the  smartly  moulded  lines  that  re- 
store curves,  Parisian  dressmakers 
elaborate  the  Springtime  fn  ?k  by 
such  details  as  shlrrtngs  and  pleat  - 
ings.  scallops,  the  blouse  buck,  lin- 
gerie touches,  bow  trimmings,  cape 
and  scarf  treatments,  as  well  as  un- 
usually skilf«l  seaming 

Similar  to  gores  are  the  narrow 
cuts,  exceedingly  complicated  and 
slenderizing  in  effect  which  Vionnet 
employs  !n  the  Jersey  dress  shown 
on  the  left.  Thus  the  bodice  is  con- 
sistent in  line  with  the  skirt,  which 
is  box-pleated  in  a  flaring  manner 
at  the  hemline.  Note  that  the  belt 
is  plajced  quite  high  and  the  close- 
fitting  sleeves  finished  with  a  flare 
at  the  hand.  The  wide  full  scarf  of 
brown  and  beige  silk  Is  loosely 
knotted  for  one  of  the  soft  necklines 
Vionnet  particularly  favors. 

A  Lelong  conception  of  the  woolen 
.'treet  dress  is  pictured  at  the  right. 
U-shaped  lines  of  seaming  contri- 
buting much  to  the  charm  of  the 
model.

Chess  and  Philosophy  —  "The 
sharpening  of  wits  and  memory 
does  not  exhause  the  merits  of 
chess.  Its  chief  value  hitherto  has 
been  recognized  to  lie  In  Its  ab- 
sorbing qualities.  Nothing  else  is 
as  apt  to  completely  divert  the 
mind.  Not  so  generally  recognised 
Is  the  educational  value  of  chess, 
especially  as  a  training  for 
philosophy  By  this  I  do  not  mean 
metaphysics,  building  of  abstruce 
systems  of  "world  Ytews,'  nor 
ruminating  about  transcendental 
things  no  human  brain  can  fathom, 
but  philosophy  in  the  broader  sense 
of  the  term. 

"Chess  teaches  its  devotee  (pro- 
vided he  is  inclined  to  learn)  10 
control  his  temper,  to  euro  Im- 
petuosity, not  to  act  without  due 
deliberation  and  weighing  of  con- 
sequences, to  maintain  equanimity 
both  in  luck  and  adversity,  not  to 
be  unduly  elated  by  success,  nor  to 
lose  his  head  when  In  difficulties 
On  the  contrary,  he  will  learn  to 
exert  himself  to  find  a  remedy;  at 
any  rate,  he  will  die  hard  He  also 
will  get  accustomed  to  behave  with 
dignity  and  compomre  both  In  vic- 
tory and  defeat  Moreover,  he  will 
be  able  to  translate  all  of  these 
acquired  habit*  Into  his  real  life, 
when  they  will  serve  him  In  good 
stead  "  The  foregoing  is  part  of  an 
article  by  C.  De  Vide  in  The  Amer- 
ican Chess  Bulletin.

Trumps,  Is  flmllar  to  one  recently 
given.    As  the  point  of  play  that  Is 
here  Involved  is  quite  unusual.  It  is 
even  more  unusual  for  two  similar 
cases  to  occur  within  a  week's  re- 
newal of  hands     For  this  reason, 
and  the  added  one  that  the  situa- 
tion is  slightly  more  clear  cut  In  the 
present  Instance,  leads  me  to  give 
this  second  illustration  of  a  rare 
point  of  play.     The  problem  pre- 
sented Is  the  following:   The  final 
bid  Is  three  No  Trumps,  played  by 
South.     We«t  opens  the  Jack  of 
Spades,  the  top  of  his  intermediate 
sequence    In  his    long    suit.  The

Discovery  of  what  Is  described  as 
t|ie  first  house  floor  plan  ever 
found  of  the  prehistoric  Amer- 
ican Indian  In  the  southeast,  as  an- 
nounced by  Mr  H.  B.  Collins,  Jr. 
assistant  curator  of  the  division  of 
ethnology  of -the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitution, recently,  reveals  that  the 
prehistoric  Americans  knew  many 
of  the  comforts  of  good  living 

The  floor  plan  was  dug  up  re- 
cently In  Yazoo    County    by  Mr 
Collins.     working     with  Messrs. 
Moreau  B.  Chamber    and  J»mw 
Ford,  of  the  Mississippi 
of  Archives  and  History 

Mr.  Collins  sees  in  this  find, 
which  contained  pottery  of  a  kind 
heretofore  unknown,  and  other 
valuable  relics,  a  possible  key  to 
knowledge  of  the  habits  of  the  war- 
riors who  roamed  the  southeast 
several  centuries  before  Columbus 
braved  the  Atlantic 

This  "apartment  house's"  ground 
floor  showed  three  perfect  con- 
centric circles,  all  of  which  had  post 
holes  at  comparatively  close  inter- 
vals In  their  cti-cumferenses.  In  the 
outer  circle,  with  Its  diameter  of 
sixty  feet,  was  a  trench,  apparently 
the  communal  garbage  can.  In  this 
trench  clam  and  turtle  shells, 
animal  bones  and  burned  eorn- 
r»b*  were  thrown. 

The  smallest  circle  held  a  perfect 
square,  whose  hole-ahot  a'.des  en- 
closed a  large  central  depression  for 
the  main  post.  Just  to  the  rear  of 
the  square  was  a  fire  pit  On  the 
floor  was  beautiful  red  and  white 
pottery  of  •  particular  kind  never 
oefore  found 

Mr  Collins  believes  that  possibly 
the  house,  which  he  estimated  to 
have  provided  snelter  for  fifty  per- 
sons, was  a  Summer  home,  th*  evi- 
dence of  verandas  leading  to  this 
conclusion. 

He  Is  not  able  to  say  of  what  tribe 
the  inhabitant*  were,  but  the  land 
which  U  on  the  plantation  of 
Claude  Pepper,  Ilea  between  sec- 
tions once  occupied  by  the  Choc  taws 
and  the  small  Yasoo  River  tribes 
There  was  no  evidence  of  an  Indian 
Tillage  In  the  Tlctnlty.  although  the 
party  found  mounds.  The  time  of 
the  occupancy.  In  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  Collins,  was  somewhere  between 
500  and  1.000  years  age

One  very  good  way  to  achieve 
this  sense  of  balance  and  harmony 
is  to  mentally  divide  your  walls  into 
pinels  of  satisfying  proportion, 
then  hang  your  pictures  in  such  a 
way  that  they  suggest  by  their  posi- 
tion and  spacing  the  salient  forms 
of  these  imaginary  panels 

Groups  of  pictures  are  most 
pleasing  in  results  when  they  arc 
hung  to  form  a  decorative  unit. 
When  hanging  these  there  are  two 
things  to  remember  that  are  vitally 
important:  first,  the  tops  of  the  pic- 
tures must  be  on  a  straight  line; 
second,  they  must  be  hung  quite 
close  together,  only  two  or  three 
Inches  apart,  so  that  they  seem 
easily  to  unite  and  form  one  decora- 
tive spot. 

In  general  oils  and  other  lan?e 
pictures  should  be  hung  so  that  the 
eye  of  the  average  person  standing 
will  be  about  opposite  the  centre  of 
the  picture.  A  very  Important  thlfig 
In  connection  wiyi  this  Is  to  avoid 
the    impression  of  top-heaviness 
We  should  not.  for  example,  place  a 
very  large  picture  above  a  small 
cabinet  or  table     There  should  be 
some  heavier  and  more  solid  piece 
of  furniture  to  which  it  seems  to  be- 
long to  form  a  central  focus  and 
harmonious    part    of    the  whole 
decorative  group.    Tf  one  Ls    for-  i 
tunate  enough  to  be  the  possessor 
of  a  fine  portrait,  and  Its  legitimate 
place  seems  to  be  above  the  mantel- 
piece, be  careful,  not  to  have  below 
It  a  number  of  small  ornaments  to 
distract  the  eye;  have  rather  a  dis- 
tinctly formal  arrangement  of  per- 
haps only    two    or    more  objects 
harmonious  In  subject,  so  that  there 
will  be  nothing  to  draw  attention 
from  the  portrait  Itself  Sometimes 
one  picture  such  as  this  will  domi- 
nate an  enUre  room,  which  can  be 
arranged  In  color  as  a  fUUng  back- 
ground for  It. 

SUGGESTION  FOR  ROOM 
In  one  Instance  a  very  beautiful 
portrait  of  a  lady  holding  a  basket 
of  tulips  formed  the  Inspiration  for 
the  color  scheme    of    a  drawing- 
room.     The    walls    were  bluish- 
mauve,    the    silken    hangings  the 
color  of  poke-berries,    the  quaint 
old-fashioned     walnut     sofa  and 
chairs  being  covered  with  a  charm- 
ing chintz  of  blue  background  and 
design  In  mauves  and  pinks  But 
we  are  drifting  away  from  the  tech- 
nical question  of  hanging  pictures 
One  of  the  most  disturbing  things 
to  the  harmonious  appearance  of 
any  room  Is  the  practice  of  hanging 
pictures  by  a  triangular  wire.  The 
right  way  to  use  two  perpendicular 
wires  and  two  picture  hooks  <  It  Is  I 
quite  simple  to  do  this):  The  wire 
Ii  passed  through  both  screw  eyes 
on  the  back  of  the  frame;  one  end 
of  wire  Is  twisted  into  a  loop  over 
one  picture   hook,  which   is  then 
hung  on  the  rail.    By  then  placing 
the  other  hook  on  the  rail  and  loop- 
ing the  wire  over    it  a  picture  of 
moderate  weight  can  be  tried  at  a 
greater  or  less    height    until  the 
right  altitude    for    appearance  Is 
determined    Hung  in  this  way.  the 
wires,  which  «hould  be  ss  Incon- 
spicuous as  possible,  will  be  parallel 
with  the  edge  of  the    frame,  also 
with  the  caalngs  of  the  door*,  win- 
dows and  other  architectural  lea 
tures  of  the  room     On  the  other 


narrow  gold  edging  gives  practically 
the  same  effect  as  a  wide  flat  gold 
frame. 

Any  picture  that  is  full  of  detail 
should  #iot  have  further  and  dis- 
tracting detail  added  In  its  fram? 
In  framing  large  oil  paintings,  a 
landscape  or  sea-piece  should 
usually  have  a  simpler  frame  than 
the  ornamental  figure  subject.  If 
one  can  acquire  them,  the  liand- 
some  old  photograph  frames  of 
fffty  or  sixty  years  ago  make  very 
charming  settings  for  portrait 
reproductions  in  color  because  In 
the  course  of  years  the  gold  leaf  has 
taken  a  beautiful  tone  Impossible  to 
secure  except  through  age. 

Good  Japanese  prints  are  hlghl., 
decorative  and  »re  generally  framed 
In  dead  black  flat  wood  mouldings. 
Color  prints  are  also  very  charm- 
ing things  to  have.  For  a  moderate 
sum  one  may  pick  up  excellent 
reproductions  of  old  English  and 
French  prints  of  which  the  orig- 
inals were  almost  priceless.

8o  much  might 
be  said  about  It— apart  from  all  the 
well-known  traditional  methods- 
there  ls  a  wide  field  for  experi- 
mentation in  the  painted  frames  of 
today  which  harmonize  with  either 
the  woodwork  of  the  room  or  the 
dominant  note  In  the  picture  Itself.
